ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


The following report is respectfully submitted for the year 
ending March 1, 1808. 


SCHOOL BNO. a1. 


The spring term of this school began on May 3, and ended 
July 2, being nine weeks in length. Whole number of different 
pupils registered 17, a majority of whom entered late in the 
term and reduced the average attendance to g. 

The fall term began .September 6, and continued until 
November 1g, being eleven weeks in length, with 14 pupils in 
attendance and with a daily average attendance of nearly 12. 

The winter term was four weeks in length, ending on Decem- 
ber 24. Whole number of scholars 10, with an average at- 
tendance of 8. 

All three terms were under the instruction of Florice A. 
Merrill, of Kingston, the teacher of the school in 1896. 

The name of Florence B. Given is on the roll of perfect at- 
tendance for the whole year, and that of Irving Emerson for 
the fall and winter terms | 


SCHOOL NO 2. 


The spring term of this school began April 12, and continued 
until July 2, a period of twelve weeks, and was composed of 12 
different pupils, with an average attendance of rr. 

‘Teacher Susie J. Wason, of Chester, who by her perseverance 
and enterprise raised the necessary funds for the purchase of a 
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flag for the school house, and which was presented to the school 
with appropriate ceremonies on the afternoon of May 28. 

The fall term was eleven weeks in length, beginning Septem- 
ber 7, and ending November 19. Whole number of scholars, 
12, average daily attendance 11. A winter term ending Decem- 
ber 24 was also kept with the same number of scholars and the 
same average attendance. Both fall and winter terms were 
taught by Alice M. Nichols, of Kingston, a graduate of Sanborn 
seminary. We find on the roll of perfect attendance the names 
of Bailey Bartlett and Clifton Bartlett, for the three terms ; 
those of Elsie Conley, Ethel Corkum, Oscar Little and Hazel 
Little, for two terms, and Lena Conley and Charles J. Halpen, 


for one term. 
SCHOCL NO. 3. 


The spring term of this school also began April 12, and 
continued for twelve weeks, closing on July 2. Whole number 
of scholars in altendance during the term, 19, with an average | 
daily attendance of 17. The fall term. of eleven weeks in 
length began September 6, and closed on November 19. Whole 
number of different pupils attending this term, 21 ; average at- 
tendance, 17. ‘The short winter term of four weeks was at- 
tended by 19 different pupils with an average attendance of 15. 
Teacher for the entire year, Mary G. Calderwood, of this town, 
who has now had charge of the school, with the exception of a 
single term, for three successive years. 

We are sorry to report that only three names appear on the 
roll of perfect attendance, those of Alice M. Batchelder and 
Carrie F. Batchelder, for two terms, and that of Bertha M. Clay, 
for one term. This is our largest school and located in our 
most compact neighborhood, but from some unaccountable 
reason makes’ the poorest showing in respect to punctuality and 
regularity of attendance of any school in town. 
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SCHOOL NO. 4. 


The spring term of this school began April 12, and con- 
tinued in session for twelve weeks, or until July 2. Whole 
number of scholars in attendance 8, with an average attend- 
ance of 7. The fall term was eleven weeks in length, closing 
November 19, and was also composed of 8 pupils and the same 
average attendance of 7. 

The winter term began December 6, and finished December 
31, having a length of four weeks and with the same number of 
pupils as the fall term. These three terms were all taught by 
Martha L. Coolidge, of Chester, this being her full third year as 
teacher of the school. We find that Arthur Sawyer was present, 
with the exception of one session, for the entire year; that 
Ralph Freeman and Arthur Wood were present every day dur- 
ing two terms, and that Lizzie We!ch was present for the same 
time, with the exception of a single half day. 


SCHOOL NO, 5. 


The spring term of this school also began April 12, and con- 
tinued for twelve weeks with 11 different scholars and an aver- 
age attendance of only 8, owing, no doukt, to the entrance of 
new pupils near the middle of the term and their departure 
previous to its close. ‘The fall term began September 12, and 
was 11 weeks in length. Whole number of pupils attending 
this term 7, with an average attendance of nearly the same 
number. The winter term of four weeks began November 29, 
bu did not close until December 30 on account of the illness 
of the teacher, the same pupils being in attendance, and with 
about the same daily average as during the previous term. 

Teacher: Katherine N. Brown, of Kingston, for the whole 
year. 

Ethel Damon, Lillian Frye and Mabel Russell were’ not 
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absent or tardy during the whole year. George Conley was 
present at the beginning of every session of the spring term, 
and Isabel McConiche during the winter term. 

The foregoing, taken in connection with the treasurer’s re-. 
port and the tabular statement appended hereto, will furnish 
our citizens with nearly all the information they need in regard 
to the condition of our common schools during the past year. 
They will see that they have had—with the exception of the 
school in No. 1—three terms of an aggregate length of 27 
weeks in each of the schools. In No. 1 the spring term did 
not begin, owing to the prevalence of whooping cough in the 
neighborhood, until May 3, after the other schools had been in 
session for three weeks. ‘lhey will also see that, in accordance 
witli the usual custom of the school board, the former teachers 
have been re-engaged whenever it has been deemed advisable 
and for the best interests of the schools. In No. 2, however, a 
new teacher was engaged at the beginning of the year, but at 
the close of the spring term resigned to enter upon a new, and, 
we trust, more congenial employment. A competent substi- 
tute was, however, soon found for the vacant place in the per- 
son of Miss Alice M. Nichols of Kingston, who filled the posi- 
tion in a very creditable manner, and to the entire satisfaction 
of the parents and citizens of that locality. And while in gen- 
eral we find much to commend in those who have filled the re- 
sponsible and often times trying positions of teachers in our 
public schools, still there are some practices that have been 
brought to our attention during the past year which would 
seem to invite some criticism on the part of the school board. 
We allude tothe custom that some of our teachers have of 
closing their schools upon their own responsibility whenever 
they have felt so inclined or wished to use a part or the whole 
of a day for their own pleasure or gratification without con- 
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sulting the board as to the advisability of so doing. ‘This, we 
think, is entirely wrong, and a practice that cannot be too 
strongly condemned. Sickness of the teacher is, of course, 
one of the best of reasons for closing a school, and in such 
case no excuse is needed, and, in many instances, a storm is a 
good reason for shortening or entirely omitting a session of a 
school, but at most other times no teacher should close a school 
without asking leave and giving a good reason therefor. 


SCHOOL REGISTERS. 


In most cases our registers have been filled out neatly and 
legibly. In other instances, however, the opposite has been 
the case, the answers to the questions proposed therein being 
clearly incorrect, and many not being answered at all; and in 
one case the register l.as been filled, or partially filled out, with 
a lead pencil! While a lead pencil may, perhaps, with pro- 
priety be used in a friendly correspondence,:its use in filling 
out a public record is so manifestly improper that the wonder is 
that any one could be found so heedless as to make use of it 
for such a purpose. 

The law of our state directs that a portion of a teacher’s 
wages shall be withheld until the register is properly filled out 
and returned. While this requirement has not been insisted 
on in the past, we are strongly of the opinion that, in view of 
the condition of some of the registers returned of late; its 
provisions should hereafter be strictly and impartially enforced, 
as it is obviously as much of a teacher’s duty to make the 
required entries in the register as it is to attend to the recita- 
tions of her pupils or maintain order and decorum in the 


schoolroom.

The following report is submitted for the year ending Feb. 
15, 1898: 

I)uring the past year the aecessions of new books have been 
71; 24 by purchase and 47 by gift, of which zo volumes were 
magazines for binding, making a total number of volumes of 
781. The average circulation has been 30. 

Three hundred and twenty cards have been issued to the 
present time, which shows the general interest of the citizens 
in the library, and there can now be very few families in town 
that have not cards, and do not enjoy its privileges. In this 
way the children of parents who are not able to purchase books 
have access to those of the library, and are gaining a love for 
reading, which, besides giving them much pleasure, may go 
with them and influence them during their lives.
